Investors Want All the Facts, 

If all the sound utility companies whose 
securities are held by small investors will 
make public complete reports next year 
they probably will improve the market 
standing of their bonds ahd stocks. A 
majority of these companies already fur- 
nish fairly complete data for publication ; 
in the manuals, but séme either refuse 
altogether or supply data only on spe- 
cial request and not for publication, 

The giving of a statement occasionally 
on request is far from filling the require- 
ments of the situation. If an investor 
wants to know the condition of a com- 
pany and finds all the facts in the public 
manuals he has not only-the report for 
the last year, but similar data for five 
or six yearb preceding, and can see in- 
stanly whether the position of the se- 
curities has been improving or deterio- 
rating. If he can get only the latest re- 
port he is in the dark as to the past, 
and therefore has only a narrow basis for 
an estimate of the future. 

There is need of great care in select- 
ing utility securities. Bonds of the bet- 
ter companies are among the most con- 
servative of investments, but those of un- 
sound companies are not. This year is 
closing with about $500,000,000 of utility 
bonds in default. Investors need all pos- 
ible data in making their selections.

When 
it is done so, the hair may be sham- 
pooed in the meantime just the same 
as undyed hair. But, naturally, care 


has to be taken, for the sun bleaches. 


any dyed hair much more rapidly than 
natural colored. 


Good Henna Harmless. 


“A mistake some women make is 
wanting to have.their hair dyed a 
color other than its original natural 
shade, which is responsibm for the 
foreign (foreign®trom- the-face, I mean) 
appearance. Or, you may call it hard- 
ened effect on the features. The best 
henna dyes can be mixed to supply 
the demand of any shade from ash 
blonde to jet back. And these good 
henna dyes are not injurious to the 
hair.. But, like everything else, there 
are poor hennas and imitation hennas 
on the market.” 

“How are you going to tell the 
good dye from the bad?” I inquired. 

“By the price,” he answered. “ The 
cheaper dyes are generally mixed with 
some. mineral or aniline dye, which 
makes the hair not only an ugly 
color but brittle and broken and dead 
looking. 

“With the genuine henna there is 
no such trouble. It is made from 
the leaves of a henna shrub growing in 
the orient. Used alone it will pro- 
duce only a red shade. ixed with 
other herbs the other,colors are ar- 
rived at. And the public knows 
enough about dye mixing troubles to 
appreciate it takes a man who kfflows 
nis business to make a successful out- 
come of this mixing. 

“That's why a woman should never 
attempt to dye her own hair. And 
again, she cannot see properly even 
with the aid of her mirror how ‘to Ap- 
ply it evenly. I have had any num- 
ber of women™ ‘who have experimented

CHOOSING PICTURES. 


NE of the most baffling questions 
in home furnishing ahd decora- 
ting is that of wall adornments. 
Decorators who lean to the mod- 

‘ern style tnrow what they call easel 
fietures completely into the discard. 
While the many execrable mistakes 
that are commonly made in picture se- 
. lection seem to justify a distaste for 
_ picture hanging generally, exception 
must be made in favor of a few really 


good pictures. 


The amateur’s main fault in choosing 


_ pictures is that she chooses the’ pic- 
- ture because of itself and without due 
reference to the space it is to occupy 
*and the relative part it will play on the 
mali in conjunction with the features 
thereon. 


balance in point of size, no concord- 
ance in regard to subjects, no harmony 
in color, and the room in which they 


are hung, looks like a hit or miss, hel- 


ter-skelter mess. Bare walls are better 
than those adorned with poor patterns, 
and-bare walls are better than those 
adorned with.a miscellaneous assort- 
ment even of good pictures. 


Generally speaking, ‘he ‘picture 
should be of the same ‘portions as 
the wall space aljawed it. A pair of 


. pictures lends a gense of balance and 
is peaceful and pleasing. I am tempted 
to suggest buying well designed frames 
of simple picture moulding, measured 
in proportion to certain wall spaces, 
and then getting pictures to fit into 
these frames. 

Little inquiry would reveal the fact 
that many good artists would do can- 
vases to fit at reasonable terms— 
many, indeed, have “ pot boilers ” of all 


. pizes that they would gladly dispose of. 


It is high time that the artist and the 
layman should come to a better under- 
standing. Too many impecunious art- 
‘ists are painting for exhibition pur- 


-- poses—exhibiting the work—and that’s 


the end of it. Whereas, if they studied 
-suitability to home-environment their 
~pictures would have an appeal that 
would make them purchasable. 
Substitutes for framed pictures are 
many and varied. I have, pinned 
agaitist my study wall, a length of Jap- 
anese fabric that gives more pleasure 
to my eyes than any painting could in 
that one place. It is a brocade with a 
delicate tracery of orange on a satin 
ground, the color of the inside of an 
orange peel. Then it is spotted with 


circular motifs in indigo and jade green. — 


It is lovely, all hand woven in small 
pieces and put together after the Jap- 
anese inimitable fashion. 

Batiks make splendid wall decora- 


‘tions. They look so simple that any

- do. Few artists are successful in their 


attempts in this medium. 
The works of Arthur Crisp and Peter

At the batik ball, recently held, the 
works of Edgar Miller and Mrs. J. E. 


Marsh were viewed with astonished

Salcha Bane, a young Chicago girl,

really painted after a secret method of

RECIPES FOR SWEETBREADS. 

N all cookery there is not one item 
of food about which more contra- 
dictory statements have been made 
than about sweetbreads, or about 


| the thymus and pancreas glands of 


the young beef creature. Even the 
physiology of these glands is made out 
to have. a weird evolution, 

If you read some of the books, giving 
thirty or so recipes for preparing 
sweetbreads perhaps you will get the 
impression that veal sweetbreads are 
the only sort ever used. One chef, 
however, described lamb’'s sweetbreads, 
but a long experienced butcher looked 
at me with suspicion, when I asked 
him for these. Evidently doubting my 
sanity, he would not even discuss the 
subject with me, except to say that he 
had never heard of them. 

Cost of Sweetbreads. 

Of this same butcher you can get 
beef sweetbreads at any time, seem- 
ingly, but when you want veal sweet- 
breads you must know the time and 
season a particular butcher may have 
them, or ask that same butcher to 
order them for you since many will 
get them under no other conditions. 
Beef sweetbreads cost between 60 and 
70 cents, and veal sweetbreads cost 
about a dollar. re; 

As a basis for a number of “ made 
dishes,” in which the sweetbread is cut 
fine, the beef will do, and a small por- 
tion will @o far, therefore, it is an eco- 
nomical meat for a small party or 
family. 

One of the leading cooks of the 
world says: “Veal sweetbreads may. 
be looked upon as one of the greatest 


be served at any dinner, however sump- 
tuous.” He was considering them as 
an entrée, although for luncheons, 
sweetbreads with elaborate seasonings, 
or in the rather simple white sauce, 
may well be served as the central 

of the meal—sweetbreads on toast. 

Innumerable Sweetbread Recipes. 

If we should canvass American 
homes it is doubtful whether we should 
find that sweetbreads were used in one 
in twenty. Yet recipes for cooking 


| this tidbit abound to the extent that 


it would be no trick at all to- collect 
300 or 400, beginning back with Mrs. 
Glasse—first English cook book—and 
coming up to our later and best Ameri- 
can cook books. Miss Parloa has none, 
but there is no reason why sweetbreads 
should not have been cooked in a re- 
gion where “ pluck” was a favorite, 
and a most successfully prepared thing. 
The oldest New England cook book 
tells how to use calf’s head, heart, 
lights and liver and the brain cooked 
separately, but there is not a recipe in 
the book for sweetbreads. In this book 
there is a strange and almost too real- 
istic detail given in reference to pre- 
paring the head. Miss Beecher tells 
us how to clean and cook calf’s head 
and how to make two kinds of soup 
from this, but she has no recipes for 
sweetbreads, the easily prepared, as 
against the difficult and almost hid- 
eously prepared calf’s head. | 


Must Be Perfectly Fresh. 


But Philadelphia was more sophis- 
ticated than New England, and more 
closely connected with old world ways, 
so when we turn to Miss Leslie’s an- 
cient books we find recipes for sweet- 
bread omelets, sweetbread croquettes, 
and sweetbreads prepared with cauli- 
flower, stewed with clams, stewed with 
oysters, with tomatoes. .

Miss Leslie's statements on 
the subject are sofinder than many in 
later books.

She, therefore, uses italics to 
say several times that they must be 
“ fine, of delicate color, and perfectly 
fresh.” In oné paragraph of her repe- 
titions of the. fact that they must be 
perfectly fresh, she says: “As soon 
as they are brought from the market 
they should be split open and laid in 
cold water. Never attempt to keep 
sweetbreads till the next day except in 
cold weather.” 

Practically all-cook books agree on 
this, but some say that after blanching 
they may be kept for a day in’a cool 
place. ~ 

Veal Sweetbread Good. | 

An old cook book of our south says: 
“The sweetbread of veal is the most 
delicious part, and may be broiled, 
fried, or dressed in any way, and is 
always good.” The only recipe given, 
however, is for a pie of sweetbreads 
and oysters. 

Mrs. Glasse’s for sweet- 
breads prescribe terribly composite 
mixtures, in which one might hunt 
long for the name meat, so many other 
sorts being used besides. But old-Dr 
Kitchiner, who did so much to sim- 
plify cookery by writing Cook's 
Oracle,” has. the following recipe, 
headed “Veal, Sweetbread”: 

“Trim ‘a fine sweetbread (it cannot 
be too fresh), parboil it for five min- 
utes, and throw it into a basin of cold 
Water. Roast it plain or beat up the 
yolk of an egg and prepare some fine 
bread crumbs. When the sweetbread is 
cold, dry it thoroughly in a cloth, run 

a lark spit or a skewer through it, and 
tie it on the ordinary spit. Egg it with 
a paste brush, powder it well with 
bread crumbs, and roast it. 

For sauce: Fried bread crumbs 
around it with a little mushroom cat- 
sup and lemon juice, or serve them on 
uttered toast garnished with egg 
Sauce or with gravy. Obs.—lInstead of 
spitting them, you may put them into 
a tin Dutch oven or fry them.” : 

This recipe, old as it is, is wonder- 
fully sane. 
Preparing Sweetbreads for the Cooking. 

Many recipes lay down the law that 
sweetbreads should be soaked in cold 
water—some acidulate it—a long time 
to soak out the blood and make them 
white, but then some people soak chick- 
en and other fowl in water. It may 
be that this soaking will accomplish a 
bleaching of a sort, but careful wash- 
ing will do as much, so why waste the 
delicate flavor, as you are bound to 
do, by this method? A glance at 
sweetbreads as they come from the 
marke* will convince any one that they 
should be washed with exceptional 
care, pulling off dirty edges and cleans- 
ing any bloody spot. 

Blanching Sweetbreads. 


Follow Dr. Kitchiner’s method of 
dropping the sweetbreads into boiling 
water for five minutes, then rinsing 
them by a bath of cold water—cold 
dip of the canning business. When 
they are cold, skin: them, taking out 
also any cartilaginous parts. After 
this, if they are to be broiled or fried, 
rinse and drain well, then press be- 
tween two plates with a light weight. 
If they are to be split for cooking, this 
is necessary, but if they are to be cut 
up in dice, ft is not.

Breaded Sweetbreads. , 


Beef sweetbreads in particular are 
so neutral of flavor, and calf’s so al- 
most insipid, if not rightly treated, that 
one way to prepare them for broiling 
or frying, for which method of cook- 
ing they are best if breaded, is to 
marinate them in a French dressing 
with some slices of onions. Let them 
drain from this liquid, dip them in 
slightly beaten egg, then in crumbs, 
and in the egg n. Of course, they 
should be blanched first, pressed, and 
in almost every case split before they 
are put into the dressing, which may 
contain also, and advantageously, the 
eut end of a clove of garlic. Fried 
gently in hot butter and garnished with 
green cress, these will be extremely 


Sweetbread in Table Shells. 
The little scallop shells which the 
sophisticated so much prefer to the 
ramekin, especially when’ using a 
dainty made preparation as the whole 


service, are sometimes called table | 


shells. They cost about 30 cents a 
dozen, and I have seen them for 15— 
small ones. For the sweetbreads the 
larger size is the more desirable. But- 
ter them before putting in them the 
following mixture: One-half cup of 
blanched sweetbreads cut in small dice 
and gently sautéed for a few minutes 
in butter with one-half onion cut fine, 
one-third of a green pepper, and four 
mushrooms cut in the same sized 
pieces as the sweetbreads. In sau- 
téeing them the onion should not 
brown—the test of the right sort of a 
fire. \ 
Prepare a sauce in which they 
should cook ten or fifteen minutes be- 
fore putting them into the shells, as 
follows: Stir two level tablespoons of 
flour into one of melted butter, add 
one cup of top milk or a cup which is 
part milk and part cream, stir over 
the fire until it thickens, add a light 
grating of nutmeg, and then the 
sweetbreads, which mixture should 
be cooked long enough for the blend 
to be perfect, adding salt to taste. 
Put into prepared shells, sprinkle 


melted butter, and put under the broil- 

er or in hot oven and cook until they 

puff. Serve with a little lemon juice. 
Creamed Sweetbreads an Toast. 


The mixture as prepared for the 
shells may be served on toast but will 
seem a little less elegant since in the 
shells, when all care is taken, we have 
something extremely fine, yes, epicu- 
rean even though-sherry seasoning be 
wanting. A bit of nutmeg helps to 
keep us from missing it and so do the 
mushrooms, green pepper, and onion. 
The onion, nutmeg, and salt will do 
for seasoning sweetbreads to be served 
on toast, but the mushrooms add,dis- 
tinction or character and the pepper, 
for which pimento may be substituted, 
adds brilliant color with character. 


Scallops of Sweetbreads. 

Cut the blanched and pressed sweet- 
breads into small slices—these should 
be about the size of the scallop of the 
sea—and spread over these a mixture 
of bread crumbs soaked in a little 
milk, and seasoned with minced onion, 
mushrooms and parsley. Let them 
stand so that this sets as will a cro- 
quette mixture, then egg and crumb, 
and fry gently. This is-one of the 
ways of treating sweethbreads so that 
they cannot be called insipid. But 
perhaps you know the secret, which 
should, however, be an entirely open 
one, of preparing well cooked oatmeal 
cakes in a similar fashion. If the

The great change is in the method 
of securing assistance from the some- 
what haphazard policy of appealing 
through societies of a semi-private 
character to a defipite organized pro- 
gram for reaching every member of 
the church through a director of mis- 
sions in each diocese who will have 
under him subdirectors in every par- 
ish. The work of preparing the 
ground among the children is to be 
promoted and developed, and mission- 
ary publications are to be brought to- 
gether as soon as possible in one gen- 
eral publication office. 

Foreign missionaries are to be 
brought to America to tell their story 
but not to collect money, and one 
Sunday in the year will be set apart 
as “ Mission Sunday,” when the slogan 

' will be “ Every Catholic a Missionary.” 

Offerings for foreign missions, aside 
from those to be used for educational 
and training purposes, are to be placed 
at the disposal of the holy see, which 
has. already projected the establish- 
ment of an international board on 
which America will be represented as 
well as Italy, Spain, Holland, Great 
Britain, Ireland, Germany dnd the 
smaller nations. 

France having developed to a greater 
degree along these lines than any other 
country will probably continue to man- 
age her own missions until] later on, 
but ultimately the whole Catholic 
world will work through the interna- 
tional board. |

Highway Building 
to Halt March of 
Jobless Legions 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.— 

“If unemployment assumes 

widespread proportions the 

most logical answer to the sit- 
uation would be the prompt utilizing 
of this excess labor in the building of 
highways possessing an interstate sig- 
nificance,” is the belief of David Jame- 
son, president of the American Auto- 
mobile association, which organization 
has been prominently identified with 
roads betterment since its formation at 
Chicago in March, 1902. 

“It will be remembered that when 
congress was approached some two 
years ago for $200,000,000 additional un- 
der the provisions of the federal aid 
road act it was set forth that this 


money, which 
amount from the several states, would 


sorb the surplus labor which it was an- 
ticipated would result from the abrupt 
conclusion of the big struggle. Be- 
sides this total of $400,000,000 from the 
national treasury and the several] states 
the sum of $9,000,000 was added to 
the $10,000,000 previously appropriated 
for the construction of roads in fed- 
eral forest reserves. 

“But the period of nonemployment 
did not arrive, besides which there was 
difficulty in obtaining materials and 
their shipment and the abnormal prices 
cut down very substantially new road 
mileage. Present indications, however, 
are that the supply of labor in the near 
future may considerably exceed. the 
demand, and hence a recourse to im- 
portant public improvements would be 
a direct means of stabilizing labor con- 
ditions. Surely there can be no greater 
benefit conferred upon the entire coun- 
try than by the building of highways 
which will materially reduce the cost 
of transportation and facilitate the ex- 
change of farm and manufactured 
products between the country districts 
and the centers of population.”
